Cassava Root for Cattle 


of 
the great meat 
packing 


establishments in Chicago have begun 
experiments 
on what may prove a 


revolution of the cattle industry of 
the country, says the Inter-Ocean. 


The project involves the settlement 


of several thousand acres of what is at 
present nearly valueless land in north- 
ern and 
northwestern Florida and 


Southern Alabama, the cultivation on 
a large scale of the cassava root and 
its use in feeding cattle and hogs. If 
the plan develops as it is now in the 
minds of the leading 
packers, the 


southern states will become the center 
of the cattle raising industry. 


It is stated that arrangements are 


now being made 
for the accommoda- 


tion of a considerable number of cattle 
to lie shipped from the stock yards t<;> 
northern Florida, to be fed on cassava 
root. 
The result of the fattening pro- 


cess \yill be compared with similar 
work in the west, regarding which the 
conditions and cost are already known. 


The result obtained w i l l determine the 
future of the cassava experiment.

Trustees at a regular meeting of 
the Board on Tuesday evening, 
in 
appointing a committee of 


three to obtain plans and esti- 
mates of the probable cost of con- 
structing a complete 
domestic 


water system at once brings the 
matter of domestic ownership 
prominently before the 
people. 


It appears that municipal 
own- 


ership of waterworks is now the 
rule in the United States. 
In- 


stead of being in the experiment- 
al stage it has been well seasoned 
by long and successful experience. 
The water supply is cheaper than 
that supplied by private corpora- 
tions, in spite of the fact that the 
wages of laborers are generally 
higher in municipal enterprises 
than in those controlled by pri- 


rates over those charged at the 
time? 


Under the law the annual rev- 


enues of the Chicago water plant 
can not he used for any other 
purpose than that of maintaining 
and developing the 
system, so
